The ordinary signs and symptoms of infantile paralysis and 
the order iii which they occur are 


General aches and soreness. 
Stiffness of tilt* neck and hack. 
Nausea and vomiting, 
Fever — May Im* very low grade at outset. 
Headaches. 
Paralysis — May in* only a minor weakness in one extremity. 
If a case Is suspected the following procedure should be* lol- 
low’ed: 
1. Tile patient must remain quiet and in bed 
If it is a child 
and will not remain quiet it should be restrained — apply a sheet 
tightly across the bed with the child’s arms at its sides 
This will 
bt* satisfactory until the family physician arrives. 
2. Do not massage the patient. 
If a child, and fretful, un­ 
necessary handling is advised against. 
3. If the patient has a high fever apply an ice cap to the head 
and give a sponge bath with ordinary tap water 
4. Feed liquids only. 
5. An examination by the family physician should be made at 
the earliest moment. Do not delay calling your physician hoping 
that it might bt* only a minor upset. 
Many patients are not 
seriously ill in the beginning and for best results treatment should 
be started early 
After the paralysis has set in the physician can 
do nothing to prevent crippling except reeducation of the muscles. 
The important factor in treatment is to attempt to prevent 
paralysis. 
6 Isolate all others in the home from the afflicted patient
